BISMARCK A GUARANTEE OF PEACE.

The North German Gazette (Prince Bie- 
marck’s organ), gives prominence to the an- 
nouncement that Gen. Von Caprivi has suc 
ceeded Prince Bismarck as Chancellor of the 
Empire. italso gives equal prominence to a 
report that Gen. Von Caprivi will succeed 
Prince Bismarck as President of the Prussian 
Ministerial Council. 

Prince Bismarck has made arrangements to 
vacate the palace of the Chancellor at an 
early date. 

A PESSIMISTIC VIEW FROM RUSSIA.

Loypor, Mare 20.—A meeting of the Con- 
servative Members of Parllament, called by 
Lord Salisbury, was held at the Carleton 
Club-house to-day. Lord Salisbury ma an 


address, in which he said he regretted the 
slow progress of business in the House of 
Commons. The Government, he declared, 
was compelled to deal with obstructions of 
the most determined kind. He trusted that 
every supporter of the Government, at what- 
ever cost to bis personal convenience, would 
give unremmitting attention to his Pu ia-/ 
mentary duties. The tithes bill and 
the land purchase bill were of para- 
mount importance. The tithes bill 
must pass its second reading before 
the Easter recess. He believed that the pro- 
posais contained in the land purchase bill are 
such as to secure the unanimous support of 
the Liberal-Untonists. In regard to assisted 
education, on which subject there was much 
misrepresentation, Lord Salisbury begged 
the members to reserve their opinion until 
the measure is introduced. A desultory con- 
versation followed Lord Salisbury’s address. 
Several ofthe members expressed the hope 
that the Government would prevent the Boers 
from acquiring Swaziland. A vote of thanks 
to Lord Salisbury was adopted. 
' SALISBURY'’S STICK. 

Lord Salisbury ridiculed the report that 
Parliament would soon be dissolved. He 
scolded those Tories whose luke-warmness, 
he sald, had contributed to the defeat of the 
Government in several recent supplementary 
elections for members of the House of Com- 
mons. He declared that the new Irish bill 
would secure the possession of the landlords 
to their property. He denied that the Gov- 
ernment had any intention whatever of hand- 
ing Swaziland over tothe Boers. Lord Salis- 
bury also expressed the hope thatthe di- 
culty with the United States over the Behring 
Sea question would be settled soon. But, 
he said, ‘‘withsuoh a susceptible nation as 
America, Great Britain can not negotiate at 
the top of her voiee.’’ This remark was 
greeted with loud laughter. 

THE TROUBLE IN THE TRANSVAAL. 

Advices from Pretoria, the capital of the 
Tranevaal Republic, state that the Boers pre- 
sented an address to President Kruger de- 
claring that they were ready to rise in a body 
to avenge the insults recently offered the flag 
ofthe Republic at Johannesburg. President 
Kroger, inreply tothe address, said that the 
affair was nothing but a disturbance created 
by drunken rowdies. The bulk of the res- 
dents of the Transvaal, he deciared, were 
friendly to the republican form of govern- 


ment. 
THE FREIGHT HANDLERS. 

The freight bandlers are in communication 
with the labor leaders in New York, but have 
received little encouragementin the way of 
co-operation or pecuniary assistance from 
them.

TEARING DOWN UNSAFE e. 

The wreck of the Bowen- Merrill Co. and the 
Becker buildings had been sufficiently cooled 
at 8 o’clook this morning to permit the work- 
men to resume operations. It was decided, 

owever, notto renew the search for poor 

oodruff’s body until all possivility of an- 
other accident had been removed. An inspeo- 
tion of buildings on either side ot the ruins 
was therefore ordered at once. The Board of 
Inspectors made a careful examination and 
decided that the Wasson and Sloan blocks will 
have to come down. The west wallot the 
Wasson block was found to be cracked in uu- 
merous places, and at several points on the 
second floor there are holes large enough to 
allow a man to put hit arm through. 
As oon as the report of the 
Inspectors was agreed upon, Commission- 
er Deruyter began making prepara- 
tions to raze the buildings. The rear halt of 
the Becker block, yet standing, will be pulled 
down first, and it is believed that when it falls 
the Sloan block will tumble also. Mayer Bulli+ 
van sent for City Attorney Taylor and in- 
structed him to proceed at once under the law 
and have all buildings supposed to be ih * 
shaky condition inspected. 

Every building unsafe,’’ sald the Mayor, 
must come down. Serve notice on the 
owners of such properties, and ifthey do not 
tear them down we will do the work for them. 
This slaughter of human lives must cease, 
and the death traps must be cleaned out.’’ 

The City Attorney ie preparing the legal 
notices, and several bulldings will be eithec 

taken down or made safe.

THE HARRISON COAT-OF ARMS. 


Prince Russell Finds It in London and 
Brings It Over, 


From the Chicago News. 

While he was in London last summer, young 
Mr. Russell Harrison, son of our-distinguished 
President, went to the pains of hunting up the 
coat-of-arms of the Harrison family. He ap- 
plied to Cullerton in Great St. Andrews street, 
and Cullerton, who makes a business of dis- 
covering and inventing coats-of-arms for peo- 
ple, had no difficulty in supplying the heir 


apparent with what be was after. The Ameri- 
can Harrisons descended from a famous Lin- 
colnshireman who wore the green 
as a member bold Robin 
Hood’s merry band of outlaws. This 
right worthy bandit, having saved the life of 
Queen Eleanor ass journeyed upon a time 
from Canbury to Lo n, Was not only par- 
doned by the King, but also created a Baron 
with a pension of fifty gold pieces and ten fat 
oxen por annum. His name in Sherwood For- 
est had been Harry the Bold, but after he be- 
came civilized he was called My Lord Henry 
of Lincoin, which name was by the common 
2 familiarly abbreviated into My Lord 

arry. The learned antiquary, Joseph Rit- 
son, includes in his interesting collection of 
ancient balladry a song supposed to have 
been sung in the time of this same Lord Hen. 
ry of Lincoln. The refrain in each stanza is 

O my Lord Harrie, 
Gin I were a maide I wolde not marrye. 

The second Lord of Lincoln was vulgarly 
called Henry’s son, and this was the origin of 
anow famous surname. In the passage of 
years the name has been corrupted into Har- 
rison, Henderson (the Scotch Henderson 
comes from Andrew's son), Harbison, Han- 
kins, Hawkins, Hawkes, etc. It was in 1673 or 
thereabouts that a coat-of-arms with crest 
was granted to Sir John Harrison, one of the 
King’s equerries and a lineal descendant of 
the Sherwood Forest freebooter. Sir John 
lived mostof his life in Sydney forest—in 
fact, it is noteworthy that the Harrisons from 
time immemorial have evinced a partiality to 
residence in the woods. As you all know, our 
honored President lived in the heavy timber 
fastnesses of the Wabash until he was dis- 
covered and caught by that indefatigable cu- 
rio, John C. New. 

Mr. Cullerton kindly provides me with a 
copy of the coat-of-arms which Mr. Russell 
Harrison took back to America with him. In 
the crest and in the arrowheads upon the 
shield is to be seen a felicitous reference to the 
buck-slaying propensities of the founder of 
the house of Harrison. In the original the 
arm dexter issuant in the crest was clad 
simply jn a sleeve vert, but young Mr. Harri- 
son most propery saw fitto place acuff upon 
the wrist, he fain would have added cuff 
buttons, too, but for Mr. Cullerton’s assur- 
ance that this would bea gross profanation of 
allthe traditions of heraldry. In order that 
you may know that I am not jesting in the 
matter, Isend you one of the book plates 
which young Harrison took back to his 
father, and I am wondering whether our 
President is pasting these book plates into his 
large and vaiuable jibrary of Indiana dialect 
poetry.

THE BIRDS’ DRINKING FOUNTAIN, 


Woodpeckers Create a Drinking Place by 
Perforating the Bark of a Tree. 


In June of 1889 I had occasion to be out a 
mile or thereabouts from the town of Kent- 
ville, saysawriterin Forest and Stream, and 
was fur some time detained in a strip of clear- 
ing about forty rods wide. While there I 
noticed woodpeckers continually crossing 
this clearing from one block of woods to the 
other. I thought nothing of it at first, as these 


birds are very common here, but after 
a constant stream of them had been going 
and coming for some time 1 determined to go 
across a small field toa point of hard woods, 
where they all seemed to be going, and see it 
I could find the cause, expevtiag, of course, 
to find an old dry tree containing a couple or 
more nests of young birds, as I supposed the 
old birds were carrying food. On reaching 
‘the hill I looked around-for the dry tree, but 
could see none. On further examination 
I discovered that the woodpeckers were 
flying to and away from the top of a 
living white bire tree. Selecting a 
convenient seat I watched there for some 
time to see what was golng on. About 
forty-five feet thistree the wood-peckers 
had thickly perforated the bark a space of 
about ten — — around the trunk, causing 
the sap to flow freel i: I soon discovered that 
this was a drin ountain, not only for the 
birds that nad so vena worked to bore 
those holes, but it seemed that all the small 
birds in the neighborhood were coming here 
to geta the

While the decision of the Ciroult Court at 
St. Louis in regard to the anti-trust law of 
Missouri @ destructive of that law so far as 
the authority of that courtis concerned, the 
decision shows that the law was badly drawn, 
but does not touch the legality of trusts as 
such. The demurrer is sustained, in other 
words, as regards a partioular authority con- 
ferred by the law on the Secretary of State, 
not ou the point that a trust is an unlawfui 
conspiracy. The drag-net which this law put 
into the hands of a single State officer was so 
open to abuse that, aside from the question of 
Its constitutionality, it seemed designed to 
bring the law Into disrepute; and it is cur- 
Tently reported that the law was framed in 
thisshape because it was deemed easier to 
overthrow an unconstitutional law in the 
courts than to defeat anti-trust legislation at 
the capital.

10 IMPEACH HIM. 


A Clique of Mayor Nobnan's Ene- 
mies Hard at Work on 
thé Scheme. 


His Honor Denounces the Detailed 
Plan for Unseating Him 
as “Rot.” 


A Member of the Municipal Assembly Made 
His Threat That Unless the Working Ma- 
jority in the Assembly Was Given 630. 
000 the 90 Cent Bill Would Be Passed 
Over the Veto—The | Mayor’s Enemies 
Find a Favorable Section in the City 
Charter—They Charge that the Mayor 
and John O'Day Are Interested in the 
Municipal Blectric Lighting Ce.—The 
Location of the State Convention Figures 
in the Case, 


The rumors concerning the impeachment of 
Mayor Noosan which have been heard with 
more or less frequency ever since the passage 
of the Elevated bill seem to haye crystalized, 
and it is now said that impeachment proceed- 
ings are to be begun within a few days 
ana the occasion for it is the 
veto of the 90 cent gas bill. 
The rumors do not disturb the 
Mayor at ali, but he continues to attend to 
his official duties with the same coolness and 
unconcern that has marked all his official life. 
They are numerous, however, these rumors, 
and some ot them are definite. To what ex- 
tent the opponents of the Mayor have gone is 


uncertain, but thatthey have been diligently 
working to secure bis removal is sure and 
they are still endeavoring to obtain the assur- 
ance of two-thirds of the members of the 
Council that tuby will vote for the removal 
before beginning proceedings. 

The matter has been determined upon by 
some of the opponents of the Mayor, that is 
sure. How strong they are is another mat 
ter. They have been brought to this deter- 
mination by what it seems, they did not 
know before; that the Mayor could be re- 
moved by a two-thirds vote of the Council 
though no charges were proferred against 
him. 

The section of the charter which refers to 
the removal of the Mayor is No. 12’ of art. 


IV, and it reads as follows: 

Auy elected city officer may be removed from office 
Dy a two-thirds vote of all the members of the Coun- 

I, notice thereof and an opportunity to be heard by 
counsel being given to said officer. In case the Mayor 
shall be removed from office then the President of 
the Council shall act as Mayor until a Mayor is 
elected. Whenever any city officer shall be re- 
moved from office by the Council, the yeas and nays 
shall be recorded on the journal of that body. 

NO PROVISION FOR CAUSE. 

The section makes uo provision for cause 
and does not prescribe that a cause for re 
moval shall be assigned. It would probably 
he imposible, however, to secure a two-thirds 
vote of the Connoil without assigning some 
good cause which could be maintained at the 
trial, and just what cause the Mayor's en- 
mies might give is uncertain, but the gas 
bill is the provocation and behind it 


all are charges of Doodle. It ie said that be- 
fore the 90-cent bill was passed over the May- 
or’s veto that certain persons approached a 
representative of the gas company and said 
that it was generally understood by the 
**boys’’ that Mayor Noopan was $100,000 beter 
ef than he was before the veto 
and that while they 
did to that, they 
wanted a portion of it. The threat was made 
that ifhaifofit was not distributed among 
them they would pass the bill over the May- 
or’s veto. The ere met only with assur- 
ances that the Mayor had received nothing, 
and that his action was prompted only by his 
honest concern for the city’s welfare, but 
that they believed this there is room for 
doubt. 1 any rate they passed 
the bill over the veto in spite of 
ntimations that if they did there would be a 
searching investigation into the records of 
some of the gentlemen who occupy public 
positions. Mayor Noonan’s- action in that 
matter certainly alienated from him at least 
one man who had been more or less friendly 
and that man joined one of the Mayor's oppo- 
nents. They determined then and there to 
impeach the Mayor if pessibie and to bring it 
bout as soon as they could. Meetings were 
ela dy some of those opposed to the Mayor. 
. They have been caucussing ever since. There 
was a meeting two or three nights ago and 
the date far a final meeting to complete the 
setting of the pegs was decided upon. That 
aes ey accord to the date, is to be held 
within forty-eight hours. 
AN EXPLANATION. 

The explanation, which was given by one 
of the intended action was that Mayor Noonan 
wae using bis o rtunity as Mayor to throw 
all the odium of corrupt ie isiation at the City 
Hall on the Counell and House. He has ye- 
toed the Branham dil when § thcre 
were rumors of oorruption; he 
vetoed the 90-cent bill when there were 
rumors of corruption. He has now assumed 
the attitude of an honest defender of the peo- 
ple’s interest at the expense of the Council 
and House. He has thus estranged the mem- 
bers of both those bodies, or pres of them at 
least, from him and they are anxious for his 
downfali. sb eek reply with charges that he 
received 81 from the gas company.

THE NEW TARIFF: BILL. 


REPUBLICANS DISSATISFIED WITH THE 
MEASURE WILL VOTE FOR IT- 


Kansas Representatives Especially Dis- 
gusted With McKinley’s Bill, but Afraid 
to Oppese It—Germans Protest Against 
Changes in the Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Laws—Pacific Railway Bonds 
— Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—The tariff 
bill as prepared by the House majority may 
pass at this session of Congress, but if the 
fight that is being made against it on all sides 
just now is kept up there is room 
to doubt it. The manufacturers of tin 
are forwarding memorials to various 
members, protesting against the rate 
agreed upon. The head of the second largest 
smelting works in the country has a fit of dis- 
gust over the proposed increase of duty 
on lead bearing silver ore from Mex- 
ico, the land people are kicking and 
so it goes. While there are many 
Republicans who do not agree with the 
majority of the Ways and Means Committee, 
they would not dare to vote otherwise than 
with the party on the measure. A leading 
resident of Kansas said that the proposed 
tariff bill would not be of benefit to his State in 
any one respect if it passed, and it is under- 
stood that representatives from thas State, 
of whom there are seven, realize 
the samething. The Kansas gentieman said 
that the seven members would not vote their 
convictions, bowever, on account of the 
party. 

This morning Congressman Tarsney of Mis- 
sour! presented the certificate of Simon Peter 
Fullenweider at the Navy Departmentas that 
belonging to the successful aspfrant for the 
naval cadetshipfrom his, the Kansas City, 
district. 

‘‘I received atelegram from Hon. Thomas 
C. Power,’’ remarked Republican Senator- 
elect Saunders of Montana, as he sauntered 
through the lobby, ‘‘and { expect that he will 
reach Washington not later than Friday. We 
— . that a majority report will be submit - 
te Monday in our favor by 
the Senate Committee on Elections, 
as they bave finished theirlabors and trans- 
mitte thelr findings to the minority. 
Whether the latter will bring in a report or 
notI cannotsay, but it has been suggested 
thatthey might file Senator Vest’s letter as 
thelr answer to the recommendation of the 
majority.’’ 

Messrs. Clark and Maginnis, who claim the 
seats as Democratic Senators from Montana, 
returned to the'city yesterday. 

The chief of the Commissary Department of 
the Army has not yet determined whether the 
Army Supply Depot shall remain at Fort Leav- 
enworth or be removed to Kansas City. In 
fact Gen. MoFeely is perfectiy well satisfied 
to have it remain where itis, but should the 
officer in charge prefer to cross to Kansas 
City, there would be no objection to the 
change. St. Louis is considered too far from 
the center of supply. 


Pacific Railroad Bunds. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—In response 
tothe House resolution adopted on motion 
Ot Mr. Reilly of Pennsylvania, the Secretary 
of the Treasury has transmitted to the House 


* statement that there is now 
held in the United States Treasury, 
in the sinking fund of the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific Companies, first 
mortgage bonds, as follows: Union Pacific, 
$3,515,000; Central Pacific, 20,000. These 
bonds were acquired under the provisions of 
the act of March 3, 1887, and with the exception 
of $832,000 purchased from the proceeds of the 
sale of $760,950 4 percent United States bonds 
held in the fund, were all purchased and paid 
for with accumulated interest on securities in 
the fund, and the amounts due the companies 
for transportation services performed for the 
Government. 


Trade Helations With Canada. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs to-day bya 
unanimous vote Instructed its chairman, Mr. 


Hitt of Illinois, to report to the House the fol- 
lowing joint resolution: 

That whenever it shall be duly certified to 
the President of the United States that the 
Government of the Dominion of Can- 
ada has declared * desire to 
enter into such commercial arrange- 
ments with the United States as would result 
in the complete removal of all duties on trade 
between Canada and the United States, 
he shall appoint three Commissioners 
to meet those who may be designated to 
represent the Government of Canada to con- 
sider the best method of extending*the trade 
relations between Canada and the United 
States, and to ascertain upon what 
terms greater freedom of intercourse between 
the two countries can be best secured, and 
said commissioners shall report to the Presi- 
dent, who shall lay the report before Con- 
gress.’’ 


Money for Flood Damages. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—Secretary 
Proctor to-day transmitted to the House, in 
response to the resolution of that body re- 


lating to the floods in the Mississippi 
River, a copy of a report from 
Col. O. B. Comstock, Corps ot 
Engineers, president of the Mississippi River 
Commission, who says: ‘‘In my opinion the 
Mississippi River Commission has as much 
money as can be wisely used in the 
protection of Government levees, piants 
and works as far us the saine 
may be practicable during the present flood, 
unless there should be further heavy rains. 
In that case $150,000 additional would be 
needed. Thus far though the river at sev- 
eral points is higher than ever before, 
but four serious breaks levees’ are 
reported to me aud from them the danger to 
life is not great. But any additional rise 
would cause additional distress, andeven as 
it is the danger is very great. Several steam- 
ere and barges could supplied to ald those 
in peril.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—Mr. Cock- 
rell presented the protest of the Pork Pack- 
ers’ Association of St. Louls against the Dill 
for the inspection of meats, declaring the Dill 
to be unnecéssary and injurious to the stock 
raising and curing interests, more injurious 
even than the German and French prohibition. 
Mr. Morgan stated that the Committee on

GRAIN RATES. 


Testimony of a Grain Trader Before the 
Interstate Commission. 


NEw YorKE, March 20.—The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission continued its sessions 
here to-day. Edwin R. Livermore, engaged 
in the grain trade on the Produce Exchange 


for thirty-eight years, testified that he 
thought the Interstate Commerce act 
had never affected the price paid 
for the transportation of grain, but that for 
the past three years the rates had been more 
uniform. The rates would, as a rule, be 
higher when there was a large crop because a 
large crop demanded an increase of transpor- 
tation facilities which could not be had. The 
fncreased cultivation of corn lo Russia and 
the River Platte countries in South Amorica 
tended to depreciate the market in the United 
States. The rate of 25 cents per 100 pounds 
from Chicago to the seaboard, the witness 
thought, was reasonable. The price of grain 
in foreign markets was fixed entirely by com- 
petition. The ocean rates were nearly 383% 
per cent lower to-da than they were 
sixty days ago. he present ocean 
rate was very reasonable, taking into con- 
sideration the present market. Berth steam- 
ers took from 200 to 2,000 bushels of grain as 
heavy freight, but never load full cargoes. 
They carry grain inthis way at lower rates 
than can steamers that depend entirely on 
grain cargoes. During the last winter about 
400,000 bushels of wheat were shipped to Rio 
Janeiro. Rates obtained by tramp steamers, 
as a rule, were higher than by those of any 
regular lines.

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DRIVEN TO TAKE HER LIFE. 


Sad Story of a Girl Persecuted by an 
Anonymous Letter- Writer. 


JOLIET, III., March 20.—This city was ter- 
ribly shocked at an early hour last evening by 
the suicide of a young lady near the entrance 
of the Hotel Monroe, She liad driven up in a 
buggy, and stooping, picked upa box, from 
which she took a revolver. She then coolly 
turned the muzzle against her left breast and 
fired. She was carried into the hotel, where 
she was immediately recognized as Miss Jessie 
White, daughter of James 8. White, a resident 
of this city for many years. She had shot 
herself directly through the heart. Miss 
White was but 19 years old. Three years ago 
she was brought into prominence by the per- 
secutions of an unknown letter writer. This 
person directed letters to her and to young 
men indiscriminately, attacking her honor and 
threatening to kill her, The police and de- 
tectives were put on the case, but could not 
locate the mysterious letter writer. Finaily 
her cousin, David White, was arrested, but 
his trialresuited in nothing more than his 
being bound over to keep the peace. At this 
time letters were read in court warning Miss 
White that she would de killed on acertain 
date, and others in the same hand, purport- 
ing to come from herself, to undertakers, 
liverymen and newspapers, giving directions 
as to her funeral. Miss White left a note di- 
rected to Dear Mother and Ali the Dear 
Ones at Home, saying that she was tired of 
life; that she would deny the letter writer the 
pleasure of shooting her; that three long 


years of torture were enough from him, as 

she could see no prospects of peace as long as 

she lived. She also gave the names of young 

men she desired to act as pali-bearers, and 

asked that she be not buried on a rainy day. 
THE LETTER 

in full is as follows: 

Dear Mother and all thejDear Ones at Home 
I am tired of life, and am going to shoot my- 
self and deny the letter- writer the pleasure ;of 
doing it. Three years are long enough to be 
tortured dy him, and there are no prospects 
of any peace for me as long as I live, and, in- 
asmuch as be has promised to take my life, I 
really think he means it, but now he never 
shall, and if he found any pleasure in tortur- 
ing me I bope he will be satisfed now, for he 
has driven me to destroy my soul—all 1 
have. All have to. say is tor 
you to forget and torgive me forthe wicked 
act Jam about to commit. ow, dear folks, 
I love you all so dearly I could not live if any 
of you were to be taken away from me, so I 
want you ali to think it is all for the best that 
I should leave this world first. Please grant 
these few requests. Do not bury me on a 
rainy day. for I never liked a rainy 
funerel day. Engage Mr. Chamberlain for 
the undertaker; have Rev. Camp 
preach my funeral sermon at the 
Episcopal Church. Sister Genevieve knows 
what songs I want sung at my funeral. Have 
the following young men for pall bearers: 
Julius Westphal, Harold Moon, Will White, 
Will Cushing, Will Woods and James Calais. 
I will now bid the world and all of you my 
last good-by. 

(Signed) ** JENNIE F. L. WHITE.’’

etters of this description were written to 
all the young men with whom Miss White be- 
came acquainted. They were also sent to the 
newspapers, In addition she was constantly 
in receipt of them herself and she was several 
times notified that ber persecutor could bave 
killed herin the opera-house, but was afraid 
of shooting other people. The writer was ev- 
idently some jealous lover who had been re- 
pulsed by Miss White. 

The body of the young lady was later in the 
evening taken to the residence of her parents. 
The streets around the hotel were thronged 
by hundreds of people.

Guarding Against Danger by the Floods in 
the South. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., March 20.—The crevasse 
in the levee at Offut’s Landing is now about 
four hundred feet wide. The large force of 
workmen yesterday succeeded in securing 
One end of the break and it is expected the 
other end will be strengthengd to-day, 80 ac 
to prevent further erosion. The Government 
fleet has experienced great difficulty In get- 
ting the pile-drivers to work, on account of 
the distance of the break from the river. It 
is fully two miles from the channel and not 
easy to approach. To reach it it was found 
necessary tocut down a lotof timber and 
force a way through the brush and driftwood. 
The backwater from Black Bayou is said to be 
backing up the Louisville, New Orleans & 
Texas road, between here and Wilczinski, and 
ifit continues to risethe train service will 
have tobe abandoned. The levees around 
Greenville have been so strengthened that no 
further apprehension is felt. 


Signal Service Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—The report 
efthe Signal Service Bureau in response to 
the House resolution asking if there waserea- 
son to apprehend any unusual danger to hu- 


man life by the Mississippi flood, was yester- 
day transmitted to Congress by the Secretary 
of War. The report shows what steps were 
taken by the Mississippi River Commission to 
repair the damage and speaks of the 
warnings sent out by the Signa! Service. The 
report gives the names of the counties in 
Arkansaa, Mississipp! and Louisiana which 
have suffered most, their F area 
and other interesting details. In conclusion 
Gen. Greely, chief of the bureau, says: 

The chief signal officer feels obliged, by 
existing conditions as well as by furthur con- 
tingent rises in the stage of the water, to ex- 
press his opinion that more or less danger to 
human life is threatened in the county and 
parishes named unless the inhabitants have 
vacated their ordinary dwellings and taken 
steps to secure their retreat to places of se- 
curity. The Signal Office possesses no definite 
knowledge as to what action the inhab- 
itants of these parishes have taken, 
but, through the Associated 5, 
learns that the warnings of this service have 
been followed, though to what extent is 
necessarily unknown. The resident engineers 
and local authorities only can speak definitely 
as to the action already taken, but in view of 
the factthat under the census of 1880 about 
90,000 persons inhabited the county and par- 
ishes named, it would seem a matter of pru- 
dence to provide as far as may be sible for 
the secure retreat of these inhabitants. In 
any event, an enormous amount of personal 
— seems inevitable, if not some loss of 
human life. The breaking of the levee at

A UNIVERSAL PROTEST. 


AN ALTERATION OF THE OHEROKEE OUT- 
LET ORDER DEMANDED. 


A Policy That Will Nearly Ruin the Cattle 
Interest if Pursued—A Monster Petition 
in the Course of Preparation, Asking an 
Extension of Time—The Present Sitaa- 
tion. 


TRONG appeals are 
to be made to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior 
and the President of 
the United States by 
the cattle-growers of 
Kansas, Texas and 
Colorado to secure the 
abrogation of the 
order requiring the 
» cattle to leave the 
Cherokee outlet by 
October. Those inter- 
“ested in the cattle 
subject to removal are 
| not the only persons 
who are protesting, 
but nearly all the 
range men join hands 
with them, and the 
cattle-growers of the agricultural States, Kan- 
sas, Migsour!, Iowa and Illinois, are taking 
steps to throw their influence in the same di- 
rection.

A GENERAL PROTEST. 

This morning Henry T. Bostwick, a large 
owner of cattle In the Indian Territory, with 
headquarters at Abilene, Kan., arrived in St. 
Louls, and spent the day in consultation with 
several gentlemen of this city interested in 
cattle. He has called upon many Kansas cat- 
tlemen, and a number of Missouri farmers 
who raise beef for the market, and bas in his 
possession a petition bearing hundreds of 
names, requesting the President to extend 
the time for vacating the outlet until the sum- 
mer ot 101. Toarepresentative of the PosT- 
DISPATCH Mr. Bostwick sald: ‘‘We do not in- 
tend to endeavor to persuade the President to 


allow the cattle to remain upon the range in 
question, although we believe that many 
would be benefited and no one injured by 
auch action. What we believe we have aright 
to ask is that sufficient time shall be allowed 
to get out without suffering rulnous loss. To 
aman who does not understand the cattle 
business the time between the issuance of the 
order and October would seem ample, but 
such is far from being the case. A large part 
of the cattle, probably two-thirds, could be 
made ready for market by the time specified, 
and although there would be a great de- 
pression in price consequent upon 
the flooding of the market, the cattle would 
be in something like a marketable condition 
and a price that would not be utterly inade- 
quate could be obtained. 
BUT FULLY ONE-THIRD 

of the cattle are in no condition at all to be 
sent tothe butchers and the calves and year- 
lings would be almost a dead loss. The effect 
of throwlvg them on the market would be to 
still further depress prices and would lead tu 
the sacrifice of nearly every one of the 70,000 
oad head of cattle that are affected 
by the order. The disaster would by no 
means be confined to the cattle owners 
of the outlet, but would be felt by every 
ranchman and every farmer who raised a 
herd of stock for market. The sole benefi- 
ciaries would be the stockholders of the 
dressed meat companies, and to them we 
ascribe many ofthe influences that led to the 
issuance of the order. It is all very well to 
talk about sending the cattie to other ranges, 
or selling them to ranchmen, but neither of 
those things can be done. The ranges are 
full, and the ranchers and farmers, 
recognizing the fact that they have 
suffered heavy losses from having their 
land overcrowded, are steadily cutting off 

roduction. The improvement in prices has 

een duetothis policy, but if an immense 
number of cattle are obliged to be sold rates 
will be demoralized all over the country, and 
wholesale failures will follow. 

A NUMBER OF REPRESENTATIVES 
of the cattle interest are now at work obtain- 
ing signatures to petitions asking that a de- 
lay be granted. Members of Congress are in- 
teresting themselves in the same direction, and 
it is the general belief that when the matter is 
properly presented, as it will be in the course 
of a month or six weeks, what is asked will 
be granted, as it is only fair and reasonable 
that itshould be. We want time to mature 
our young stock and to wait until we can get 
something like afair price. If the sales are 
spread over a year there ill be no trouble, 
but it they are required to be made before 
November it means an almost fatal blow to 
the cattle interest. If what we ask is granted 
cattliemen will mand: | co-operate 
with the Government. Already great 
quantities.of corn have been bought in 
Missouri and Kansas, the grassſed stock has 
been fed with it, and every effort is being 
made to ripen the stock as soon as possible. 
It we are allowed until June of next year to 
get out, we can do so without trouble. But it 
the original order is adhered to, the govern- 
ment may fina iteeif placed ina very embar- 
rassing condition. 
THE RANCHMEN ARE PREPARED 

to — the officers that they have nowhere to 
tak their cattie, and cannot obey the order. 
In this case it is not easy 
the Government could do. It can hardly 
shoot the cattle down and they cannot 
be driven out of the Cherokee lands without 
trespassing on the ranges of those who have 
no desire to receive them. As a matter of fact, 
the Government would be nearly helpless,and 
I believe that the officiais in charge will recog- 
nize the situation and will aid us in obtaining 
‘what we want. I find that the Missouri cattle- 
growers aie fully alive to the situation, as 
everywhere I have met with hearty co-opera- 
tion, and their entire influence will be thrown 
in favor of a change in the order. To enforce 
it lu its present form would inflict the greatest 
mae 14 1 that has ever befallen the cattle 
rade.

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. 


The Scene When He Made His Maiden 
Speech in Parliament.

New York, March 20.—The Hon. Henry M. 
Russell of Tyrone, Ireland, a member of the 
British Parliament, who was in New York this 
week, told some interesting things about Lord 
Randolph Churchill in an interview at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel.

Just then, 
faultiessly clad in evening dress, and with a 
primrose in his buttonhole, Disraeli cameinto 
the room with an impasslveness that covered 
his features like a mask. He listened an in- 
stantand an appearance of interest came inte 
his face. Churcbill went on, and when he 
wound up with a brilliant peroration the En- 
Klish Parliament perceived that the Couserv- 
ative side had an uddition that would be val- 
uable and the house rang with delighted 
cheers.

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_ BISHOP LYMAN ON THE RECENT SOUTHERN 


NEGRO EXODUS. 


‘The Views of a Gentieman Thorenghly 
Conversant With the Race Question— 
Seuthern People Know How to Handle 
the Negroes—The Bailroads and Scalp- 
ers Blamed for the Exodus. . 


By Telegravh to the Post-Disratcu. 

New Tonk, March 20.—‘‘The Southern peo- 
ple know how to handle the negroes; they 
know just what they want and need; and it we 
are left alone we will provide for them and 
take care of them to their satisfaction and our 
credit.’’ 

These were the words of a short, robust, 
healthy-looking gentleman ot about 60, with 
white hair and beard and a face expressive of 
intelieotuality and energy. It was Bishop 
Lyman of North Carolina, a gentleman well 
known throughout the country, of vast influ- 
ence in his own State and an authority on 
many of the Southern issues of the day, but 
partioulariy conversant with the race ques- 
ton, 

„We are glad we continue to feel that our 
affairs attract the attention of the North and 
we believe that in our struggle upward we 
have their sympathy, even as we have re- 
ceived their assistance in regaining our com- 
mereial prestige. But there is one question 
that Idonot think they fully understand, 
that is the race question. I will not touch the 
whole broad question, which is a vast thing, 
but dwell fora moment on the late negro 
exodus from my own State, on what! know 
to be the prime factor ju that movement. It 
isnot the hostility of the Southerners that 
bas driven the negro away; it is not 
that all crops have been lost forthe past 
three years; not political disfranchisement, 
incompatibility, fear, or any of the other 
ridiculous causes attributed by the Northern 
press. But it is the action of the railroads 
and their satellites, or scalpers. This traffic 
would be small to a large Northern railroad, 
but that it has been profitable to the lines of 
North Carolina, and more especially to the 
agents, let me cite as an instance only one 
case—andleoould give you many. One rail- 
road agent has 

SENT 80,000 NEGROES 
out of the State and his commission was $l a 
bead, a total of $30,000, and a very handsome 
fortune, I think. In the city of Raleigh and 
the town of Rocky Point the people rose 
up in righteous anger and drove 
these immigration agents out of the 


State. And I believe they were justified in do- 
ing so, for it was a mere matter of traffic with 
those people and resulted in cruel hardsbipto 
the poor negroes. The glowing promises of 
equality and profitable employment in Kansas 
and other States, held out to them by these 
wretches, would, of course, never be realized 
and the penniless negro had not the means to 
return to the country which had at least 
given him shelter and subsistence. And lam 
80 tosaythat intoo many instances the 
exodus bas been assisted by the statements 
made in Northern papers which have been 
not one whit less highly colored than tne 
agents’ arguments. I had in my own 
family an intelligent colored boy to whom 
Ipaid gie a month. The second year I paid 
him $14. He received a letter from an ac- 
quaintance in the North stating that he could 
earn $25 a month asa waiter. I did not press 
lim to remain, believing that he would return 
to me in a very short time, and he went to 
New York. Inthree months my servant re- 
turned, ragged, attenuated and heavy at 
heart. And when I consented to receive him 
again there was not a bappier boy in the 
South, He had actually waiked all the way 
from Washington. He informed me tbat while 
his wages in New York had been liberal, his 
expenses had kept pace with them, and that 
what with a ewallowtail coat, other appropri- 
ate clothing and the high life of Thompson 
street, he was soon in great distress.’’

ELECTRIC CARS TO COME, 


Capt. McCulloch lakes a Statement to Ben- 
ton-Bellefontaine Patrons. 


Capt. McCulloch, the Superintendent, said 
to-day that the bob-tail cars on the Benton- 
Bellefontaine Railroad are to go. The road is 
to have electric power just as soon as it is 
practical, but it will take the best part of the 
year to get the line in operation for 
the system. Engineers have already taken a 


survey of the road and are drawing up a pro- 
file of it. The Board of Public lmprovements 
have already granted the company 
the authority of running by  elec- 
tric power as far south as Cass avenue, 
As soon as the profile, etc., is completed con- 
tracts will be awarded and thework of con- 
struction will begin the forepart of summer, 
and the patrons of the road will be 
furnished with an equipment of forty-five 
large-sized and excellent cars. A Post- Dis- 
PATCH reporter was to-day shown by Capt. 
Robt. McCulloch a conditional proposition tu 
do the work. The company have determined 
to put the work through as fast as 
possible, and contracts will soon be adver- 
tised for. Capt. MoCulloch approximates the 
cost of the undertaking at $300,000. If 
a charter is not granted to ex- 
tend the electric power from Cass avenue 
down town and return to Cass avenue, horse 
power will be used on that part of the road, 
and the time from the bridge to the Water 
Tower will be made in twenty minutes, 

Capt. McUuiloch explained as follows: ‘‘I 
think that the North End people do not ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the work when they 
give us only until April2to take off the bob- 
tails. We cannot possibly do it by that time. 
If they will walt we will give them as fine 
transportation as any section ofthecity. But 
we must get reasonable time. Weareanxious 
to turnish good and rapid transit if the object- 
ors will not be unreasonable in their de- 
mands, as wethink they are now.“

Resolutions Adopted bythe National Alli- 
ance Welegates at Atlanta. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Mareh 20.—The National Al-

Racing in the Early Days. 


Judge Thomas Barry, who has passed his 
three score and ten, and whois a walking en- 
cyciopedia on turf matters, tells me of the 
firatetake race ever run in Summer County, 
and possibly the firetin the State of Tennes- 
see, writes a correspondent of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal trom Gallatin, Tex. The race 


was run in 1804, before Judge Barry was born, 
but he heard his father, Dr. Redman Barry, 
tell often of the incidents of that au- 
gust occasion. The Judge says the 
track was located in that terri- 
cory, where now stands the Loutsviile 
ashville Rallroad Depot and the head of 
the stretch was where our great chancery 
lawyer, Frank Allen, now has bis palatial 
residence on Water street. In those days 
they had no $10,000 jockeys sporting silks aad 
satins, and stable boys were put up and 
iven instructions how to ride their respect- 
ve steeds. The handicapper never bad his 
oer either, and the horses carried as much or 
littie weight as was contained in the 
0 of his rider. There were no 
pencilers or auction pools where you could 

‘come back at em, but bets were made, 
always the favorite against the field. Wagers 
of gold, land, negroes and cotton were made, 
and it was no uncomimon thing to bet one 
horse against the other. 

This Gret stake race was for two miles and 
repeat, for 3-year-olds. A great crowd was in 
attendance, and people came for thousands of 
miles in covered wagons, camping out on 
thelr way to the races. There were seven 
starters in this great stake race, and amon 
the number was Indian Queen, raced an 
owned by Andrew Jackson; Polley Medley, 
owned by Dr. Redman Barry, father of Jud 
Thomas Barry, and Grand Turk, owned by 
James Oryer, fatner of + Rev. Hardy 
Cryer, who was also a great lover ot 
horses and used to race his thoroughbreds 
and also preach the Gospel. The race was 
won in straight heats by Dr. Redman Barry’s 
Polly Medley, by Grey Medley, with President 
Jackson's Indian Queen. finishing second in 
both heats, Cryer’s entry bringing up the 
rear. The track was knee deep in mud and 
time was no question. They had no split sec- 
ond watches in those days, and it was of no 
concern whether the race was run in 8:38 1-4— 
record time, or four or five minutes, jpst so it 
was run. he winner was crowned ‘‘Queen 
— the Turt, and abe was given a great ova- 

on. 
The night of the race, as was the custom,

MOVEMENT TO PUT A STOP TO DISCRIMI- 
NATION AGAINST ST. LOUIS. 


An Undue Proportion of the Crops Going 
EKas!—Freight Inequalities and Oiserimi- 
nation Against St. Louis—The Burks Ia- 
spection—Railread Men in Ceuncil to 
Correct the Evil.

NOT A FAIR DEAL. 

Ever since the middle of December it has 
been abundantly evident that St. Louls was 
not getting its fair share of the corn crop, but 
that for some reason a great part of the crop 
which under ordinary conditions would have 
been consigned to this city was passing di- 
rectly through it, and going to the 
Eastern seaboard, principally to Philadeiphia 
and Baltimore. At first little importance was 
attached to this movement, as it was believed 
to be due to the fact that there was a shortage 
of freight cars that would be sent to this 
point, and that the low stage of 
water in the river prevented the 
barges from going out with a full load, and 
they therefore couldn’t accept all the freight 
offered. them. Inadequacy of transportation 
facilities other than manipulation of freight 
rates was considered to be the explanation of 
the small proportion of the corn crop handled 
in this city. 

THE BURKS INSPECTION 
was also given the credit of alarge proportion 
of the shortage, as shippers were unwilling to 
submit their corn to the tender mercies of the 
country experts appointed by him, 
and would only ship to East 
St. Louls, where a fair grading 
could be obtained, but where the elevators 
were crowded totheir utmost capacity. But 
when the freight blockade was broken, apd 
the barges were able to carry full cargoes, it 
was found that the grain that 
should have been received here 
went directly through or crossed theriver at 
some point farther north, the majority of the 
cars being billed to Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. The Merchants’ Exchange Transporta- 
tion Committee investicated the matter, and 
soon discovered that St. Louis 
boing heavily discriminated 
in the matter of freights. 
situated on the lines of the St. Louis, Keokuk 
& Northwestern, andthe Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, which had during previous years 
been sent tothis market, was being shipped 
to Philadelphia through IIIinois. 
INVESTIGATION DEVELOPED THE FACT 
that at Streator, III., a rate was made which 
favored the Eastern seaboard at the expense 
ot St. Louls. This and several similar leaks 
wer estopped, but the Eastern movement of 
the corn crop stil) continued, and 
was plain that some hostile 

ulation of rates was going 

he exporters took the matter up, con-

LEADING MEMBERS OF THE PROFESSION 
TELLS THEIR EXPERIENCES. 


Editor Bunner of Puck“ Tells How a High- 
Pressure Humorous Jouraal Is Run—Mr. 
Gregory ot Judge“ Talks ef Editorial 
Tribulations, and Mr. Metcalfe of Life“ 
Describes the Great American Joke 
Wave.

P to 1876 no humer- 
ous journal had 
managed to estab- 
lish itself itself in 
this country for 
what may be called 
a ‘‘genteel per- 
manence. This 
was not for want 
of trying—the list 
of failures up to 
1871 was well over 
a hundred. Thou- 
. sands of dollars— 
hundreds of thousands, indeed—had been 
spent in the endeavor to bestow a Punch 
upon America. All that had been accom- 
plished was the establishment of the fact that 
America did not want a Punch, and it cost 
money to learn this simple truth. 

No doubt their imitation of a foreign model 
told against the founders ofthe hundred and 
odd humorous journals that died prior to 1871, 
and for this and other reasons it came about 
that craft after craft was launched upon the 
sea of popularity, only to sink into the depths 
of oblivion. Some of them were well manned ; 
some were not. All shared the same fate. 
Punchinello, Vanity Fair and Mrs. Grundy lett 
something of a ripple behind them as they 
went down; but that was all. The ripple was 
unremunerative. 

But in 1877 a paper came out, which was not 
acopy ofa foreign model, and the originality 
of its appearance attracted popular attention, 
and held it long enough to make good its 
claims to favor. That was enough. When 
the conservative public once accepted the new 
idea it became conscious of that long felt 
want’’ of which it had never before been 
sentient. There was room for the humorous 
jounrnal—and that room has been pretty well 
occupied by Puck from that day to this. 
During these twelve years four or five other 
journals of a similar character have won 
successes inthe city of New York alone, and 
but one humorous journal—that was really 
wortby of the name—bas failed. And that 
one failed only because the capital of its 
founders was more in brains than in cold cash 
and in their case, braine could not pay the 
printer. 

Puck has grown with the times. It began Its 
existence ata time when Americans were 
earnestly asking each other whatin thunder 
adado was. At that time the literary and ar. 
tistic material it had todraw on was meager in 
the extreme. Outside of the artistic statt of 
that first paper (which at one time consisted 
of one solitary man), there were but five or 
six artists in New York City who devoted 
themselves to the business of drawing 
**comics.’’ As to literary matter, there 
was a certain supply from the profes- 
sional paragraphers and funny men; but 
these mainly chronicled acrobatic misbaps— 
too otten their highest fiight of humor was 
a sketch of a gentleman who, returning 
home during * period of house- 
cleaning and general devastation, stepped 
upon acake of soap at the top of a flight of 
stairs, and descended humorously to the 
bottom upon his spine, settling down event- 
ually in apall of water. The gentieman’s 
name was generally Hoopenhammer or the 


like. 

As contributions they 
were numerous and bad. Not one in 
ufty worth reading. And that one was 
sometimes very shaky as to its humor. 

But ail that ts changed to-day. A host of 
bright young men and women make their 
living out of the papers whose unhappy pre- 
decessors could not even makea living for 
themselves. The literary and artistic quality 
of their work is graduated by afar higher 
standard than the humorists of the cake-of- 
soap-pail-of-water variety ever dreamed of. 
They draw on human nature for their inspira- 
tion, and they seek for humor in the actual 
life about us. In this growth and change lies 
the promise of their performance. These are 
two questions which the editor of a humorous 
journal has to answer many times: Where 
do you get all your funny things?’’ and ‘‘How 
do you know that they are original?’’ 

The answer to the first is simple—from 
everywhere. Puck has on its list of regular 
contributors an ex-army officer, two grave- 
stone cutters, a well-known artist, several 
lawyers, a church organist, a house painter, a 
convict, a college professor, an actor, dozens 
of drummers, and three unclassified con- 
sumptives—those three writing humorous 
literature from sheer love of it, right in the 
face of death. 

As to the other question, how do you know 
that it is original—we don’t. In fact, we 
know that much of it isn’t, except as to its 
dress. Mostof the jokes in this vale of tears 
are as old asthe hills about them; but we hall! 
asanew friend the joke in trousers that we 
used to know in a toga. H. C. BUNNER.

Trials of the Comic Editor. 


The Judge reaches an average of thirty con- 
tributors a day. Those envelopes which have 
a batch of jokes or suggestions, anywhere 
from flye to fifty, Icount as one. Perhaps 


two-thirds of these favors are in verse. The 
other third is made up of manuscript from 
three pages to a hundred pages long. The 
contributions come probably half from 
New Yorkers, city and State. The other 
half originates with every other 
State, the Territories and Canada, with 
frequent matter from various parts of 
England. France and Ireland, and a small 
amount from New and Old Mexico, and from 
the more Southern portion of the Continent. 
The regular army sends in its army joke at 
intervals; and the dialect fever has broken 
out all over, though especially in the South, 
often to the relief of the sufferer and the ben- 
efit of the reading public. 

Ihave a dialect poet in Ohio whose verses 
are very popular; another in thiscity who is 
equally fortunate; one in a small town 
in Kentucky; another Indiantown, 
N. 2° and minor ones with- 
out number, whose contributions have to be 
returned too often; and it is a matter of satis- 
faction that in a omy many instances my 
judgment of the quality of humor of this and 
other kinds has had the indorsement ot pub- 
lications equally good, but with more space at 
their command, to thelr advantage and that 
of the contributors themselves. 

I suppose we have on our books at least fifty 
contributors of reading matter with as 

addresses — and 
the staff 
contributors to 

department. Of course, no writer draws a 
jarge sam, the paper being necessarily made 
up of briefs—the most wit or humor in the 
smaller space—so far as the reading matter is 
concerned; so that the Judge offers small 
encouragement, especially to writers of prose, 
but on the other hand very considerable sums 
are paid for special articies, as those for the 
Chrisjmas number; and the aggregate for the 
regular number of the Judge occasionally 
starties the counting-room. 

The trials of the editor of a satirical weekly? 
Well, there was formerly the man who in- 
sisted on reading his matter, with proper ora- 
torical effect; buthe merely leaves his manu- 
scriptnow. The man of the funny story,who 
thinke it is the larger part of your business to 
listen to bim and laugh when you want td cry; 
but he’s dead. The habitual pedier of jokes 
who makesthe same as business, at intervals 
of sobriety forced upon him by beggarly im- 
pecuniosity. The unfortunate man, sore with 
rheumatism, who wants to go to his family in 
New Jersey; I give thie man a dollar for a joke 
that is torn up, and behold! he has a supply 
next day of ab more, and is never re- 
lieved of rheum mand never goes to New 


reey. 

The genuine trial is the necessity of return- 
ing matter that is worth printing—some of ut 
that is far too good to warrant the necessi

It you get so much 
good matter, says a Brooklyn critic, with 
good-natured spitefulness, ‘‘why don’t you 
put some of it in your paper. 

I believe thoroughly in giving the signatures 
of writers in such publications where the ar- 
ticle is long enough to warrant that dignity, 
and prefer the genuine to the fictitious name. 
It insures better work, and is advantageous 
from a business point of view, to say nothing 
of the rights of writers. And manucript 
ought to be judged as promptly and paid for 
as liberaliy as matter uf a commercial value.

Joke Waves and Fond Parents. 


Every American is toa greater or less ex- 
tent a humorist. Therefore the supply of 
humorous matter coming to the ed- 
itorial desk of Life is unfailing and it becomes 


more a guestion of what to keep out than what 
to putin. 

Against a certain class of jokes—such 
as those applying to the mother-in-law, 
the boarding-house keeper and other unfor- 
tunate people, the taboo Is rigid.

Next in 
number were the puns oninfluenza. A favor- 
ite form was to the effect that some one left 
the window open and in flew Enza. 1 
would like your influence, sir,’’ was second in 
the race, and there were a numberof very bad 
thirds. The prevailing joke wave deals with 
Nellie Bly’s trip around the world, and bids 
fair to be almost as severe asthe grip epi- 
demic. 

The fond parent is rather trying to a bach- 
elor editor. Ifthe editor of Life were a mar- 
ried man he might exhibit a fonder interest in 
the sayings of our little Willie,’’ or dewli 
longer overthe manuscript of the admiring 
mother who starts with ‘‘this morning at 
breakfast, while grace was being said, my 
little daughter May, awed 4, etc. A peculiar 
characteristic ofthe fond parent is that the 
more sacrilegious the utterance of the chiid— 
and children’s clever saylugs are usually 
based on the sacrilege which comes from ig- 
norance—the funnier it seems to them. If Life 
printed half the matter sent in by fond parents 
it would soon achieve the reputation of being 
the most blasphemous sheet in the world. 

There is one thine though that cannot 
escape the notice of the editor of any Ameri- 
can humorous publication and that is that 
American humor is almost without exception 
kindly and chivalrous.

WHAT CAUSES DISEASES. 
MANY INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THEIR 
MINUTE GERMS. 


An Idea of Their Size—Filth Is Their Nour- 
ishment—Revolution in the Treatment of 
Wounds—Marvelous Success of Surgeons 
in Desperate Cases— Removal ef Ova- 
rian Tumors.

With the name bacteria almost every one is 
familiar, but little, however, is actually 
known of them by the average non-profes- 
sional; hence a brief description of them is 
likely to be of interest. Bacttria are minute 
organisms; in fact, they are the smallest of 
living forms. As one writer has said, they 
form the boundary line of life; beyond them 
life does not exist, so far, at least, as our 
present microscopic expedients reach; 
and these are not small. The strongest of 
our magnifying lenses, the immersion system 
of Hartnac, give a magnifying power of from 


three thousand tofour thousand diameters; 


and could we viewaman under such a lens, 
he would appear as large as Mount Blanc or 
even Chimborazo. But even under this oo- 
lossal amplification the smallest bacteria do 
not appear larger than the points and commas 
of agood print. These smallest bacteria may 
be compared witha man about asagrain of 
sandto Mt. Blanc. Bacteria assume many 
forms—there are about two hundred va- 
rieties now known. Some under 
the microscope appear as Dalis or 
eggs, others as rods of various length, or as 
mere fibres, while yet others are ofaspira 
form, like corkscrews. The bodies consist 
of almost colorless substance, in which nu- 
merous shining granules are imbedded. Un- 
der conditions unfavorable to them, bacteria 
are motioniess, and certain kinds never ap- 
pear to move, but where the conditions are 
favorable to them those which have motion 
are excessively lively. These little living 
forms are present everywhere the air reaches, 
but they swarm only where the temperature 
is favorable and there is plenty of nourish- 
ment. When there is -decomposition, fer- 
mentation or putrefaction they develop in 
masses. The action of bacteria is seen in the 
following simple experiment: Puta piece of 
meat or a piece ofany vegetable in a giass of 
water and let it stand. After a time tne 
water will thicken up more or lese, and then 


become milky. The milkiness is due to the 
bacteria which fillthe water. When putre- 
faction is ended, and ailthe organic matter 
in whatever was put intothe water has been 
consumed by the bacteriathen the water 
clears up and loses entirely the offensive 
smell which it had. Without nourishment 
the bacteria areno longer active, nor are 
they developing as they were while putrefac- 
tion was going on. They sink tothe bottom 
of the glass, and there as white sediment lie 
motioniess. After atime they die; but it a 
few ofthem are allve and another piece of 
meat or some other food be put into the glass, 
then the same changes againtake place. As 
regardsthe activity with which bacteria mul- 
tiply, many of them can 


DOUBLE THEIR NUMBERS EVERY HOUR 
when under the best conditions. When they 
do that then Prof. Law tells us, a single bac- 
terlum would in twenty-four hours produce 
no less than 16,777,220. Atthe end of forty- 
eight hours the number of offspring would 
num ber 281,500,000,000, and would fill a hailf- 
pint measure, all produced from a single 
germ measuring 1-15,000 of an inch. ‘‘Fortun- 
ately, however, bacteria rarely so propagate 
themselves; they will meet with all sorts of 
drawbacks, and thus, inspite of their enor- 
mous fertility, the survivors are in general 
only enough to keep a fair balance in nat- 
ure.’’ But all bacteria do not multiply as rap- 
idly as this; there are some which multiply 
very slowly—those which cause tuberculosis, 
for instance. 

As already stated, bacteria exist every- 
where the air reaches; like other living things, 
oxygen is essential to them. Where decaying 
matter abounds there are they to be found in 
the greatest numbers. On the tops of the 
highest mountains and in mid-ocean they 
exist, but itis in such places that their num- 
ber isthe smallest. Since we live in swarms 
of these minute beings, and almost everything 
about us teems with them, we naturally ask 
what influence they have on health, Science 
has conclusively proved that while many of 
the different forms of bacteria are practically 
harmiess to man, there are some which 
seize upon him and at times destroy him. 
It is known beyond all reasonable doubt 
that certain forms of bacteria produce cer- 
tain diseases. Tuberculosis, for instance; 
there can scarcely de a question but 
that it is caused by special bacteria; and the 
most of the ig bern of to-day will say that 
without these bacteria no tuberculosis; or, in 
other words, unless that peculiar form of 
bacteria is present in a lung, there cannot be 
consumption of it. Then there is antbrax, a 
malignant and fatal disease of certain aul- 
mals, and identical with wool-sorters’ and 
rag-pickers’ disease; that we know to be 
caused by bacteria, for the same ‘as been 
found and its identity established beyond all 
question. Many other diseases of man, there 
is ample reason to believe, are caused by bac- 
teria. It is true that the identical bacteria 
has never been discovered, but, all the same, 
there is welghty evidence to connect them 


with the 

CAUSE OF SUCH DISEASES. 
And the number of diseases believed to owe 
their existenceto bacteria is constantly in- 
creasing. 

The inference to be drawn from the forego- 
ing is clear. All bacteria, be they harmless or 
do they threaten man, always swarm in the 
greatest numbers and multiply with the 
greatest rapidity where filth abounds; and the 
more filth the more bacteria. One can never 
be scot free trom bacteria, but he can feel 
quite free from the harmful sortif he lives in 
pureair, with good surroundings, practices 
cleanliness and has good water to drink 
and foot to eat. Of course, disease 
germs may reach him even then, but he will 
have very little reason to fear them. As one 
writer aptiy says of infectious diseases: 
They come oftenest, stay longest and de- 
stroy more lives in filthy cities, streets, ships, 
houses, every where. ere all the worid as 
clean as it might be made ‘disease germs’ 
would die out without either quarantine or 
Listerism, and the atmosphere, if not op- 
tically pure, would at least be too sweet to 
maintain epidemics.’’

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minute living organisms, and then seal up 
whatever they are to be keptin; and so long 
as the cans or jars remain air-tight, just so 
long will their contents keep sweet and good. 
But put meat, vegetables or milk in a bottle, 
boil the same, and the bacteria can be kept 
out by a ‘*‘stopper’’ of thoroughly clean cot - 
ton. This fact is made use of in sterilizing 
milk. There is yet asimpler way of exciud- 
ing bacteria. Suppose food be put into a bot- 
tle, the neck of which has been bent intoa 
horshshoe shape, with the mouth downward. 
Now, if boiled and set away, no bacteria will 
get into the bottie, because the gravitation 
will prevent it. his fact was discovered by 
M. Pasteur. 

Let us now glance at some ofthe applica- 
tions in practice by the medical profession in 
accordance with tne theory of disease- pro- 
some germs. Nearly thirty years ago Prof. 
Joseph Lister of London proposed that 
wounds upon the boay liable to suppuration, 
orto become pointsof entrance for blood- 
poisoning, be protected from the air by ‘‘an- 
tiseptic’’ precautions. These consisted in 
theuse of instruments, ligatures, sponges, 
etc., dipped ina solution of carbolic acid. 
And, besidethat he advocated that, during 
certain operations, there beaspray of car- 
bolicacia thrown over the parts operated 
upon, and by means of it the immediate air 
be kept loaded with that agent. All the 
dressings of the wounds he also proposed to 
soak in carbolic acid. The object of all this 
was to destroy and 2 out the bacteria, 
Ste., without which, he held, neither suppur- 
ation nor blood- poisoning could occur. 


LISTERISM, 
as this methed is called, is now practised by 
almost all surgeons throughout the world. 
There has been some modification of it, and 
other agents have been largely substituted by 
some surgeons for carbolic acid; still the 

rinciple remains the same. Whether believ- 

ng in Listerism or not, the surgeon now rec- 
ognizes the deadly influences which lurk in 
the air, water and, in fact, allaround us. He 
at least insures perfect cleanliness in every- 
thing he uses when performing an operation. 
His instruments are disinfected with exceed- 
ing care; his sponges and ligatures are sub- 
mitted to processes which render it imposs!i- 
ble for them to be bearers of bacteria or other 
organisms. The water be uses is boiled; and 
about his person he is scrupulously clean—bis 
hands scrubbed and carefully disinfected, and 
even his finger-nails treated with the greatest 
nicety that no impurity may remain concealed 
under them. Never was therea belle more 
carsful at her toilet than isthe surgeon of 
to-day when about to perform a serious opera- 
tion. None but members of the medical 
profession can have even a near idea of what 
a revolution Listerism has worked. Surgical 
science has taken a tremendous stride in the 
last decade, and its advance is clearly due 
to the practice of Listerism, or what might be 
called its twin sister, absolute cleanliness 
in everything ip, upon and around 
the human body under wounds aad opera- 
tions. It was only afew years ago that the 
removal of ovarian tumors and other opera- 
tions which necessitated opening the abdom- 
inal cavity were successful in scarcely more 
than half the cases; whereas, at the present 
time, the per cent of fatalities in such opera- 
tions is very small, indeed. According to 
Peaslee, up to 1863, there had been 117 opera- 
tions for ovarian tumors, with 68 recoveries 
and 49 deaths. But since then the mortality 
has been reduced, so that now deaths from 
such operations does not occur under the 
hands of a skilful surgeon in more than from 
three to five patients out of a hundred. 
„And even this mortality,’’ says one 
authority, could be improved if it were not 
forthe fact that there are yet many large 
tumors to be removed, manyof them not 
coming under the care of a physician until the 
disease is far advanced, and having the mis- 
fortune to fall intothe hands of a so-called 
conservative surgeon, to advise delay.’’ 

It is nothing short of marvelous, the suc- 
cess which surgeons are now having in the 
most desperate cases where vital parts are in- 
volved; and very much of it is aue tq the pre- 
cautions which they take to keep bacteria out 
of the wounds. No one afew years ago would 
have believed that recovery could have oc- 
curred in such a case as the following: A 
man got into an altercation and was stabbed 
in the abdomen.

It requires now but a few days to 
heal up wounds which once, under the old 
style of treatment, kept open for weeks and 
weeks.

A NEW YORK GROCER’S DAUGHTER, 


Has She Caused the Trouble Between Em- 
peror William and Bismarck? 


Chicago Tribune New York Special. 
That there is aserious breach between Bis- 


marck and Emperor William has by this time 
become quite certain, and the causes are be- 
ing searched for most seriously and its results 
watched by all students in current politics 
with the greatest attention. In conversation 
with a gentleman, whose name is known 
quite widely throughout the United 
States, having once been a member 


of the United States Legation at Berlin, and 
who recently returned from Germany, the 
Tribune correspondent learned a story as to 
the real cause of the rupture which is now 
current in Europe, and which is of especial 
interest to people in the United States, be- 
cause the trouble is credited to an American” 
woman. 

Several years ago one of the most prominent 
of New York wholesale grocers was James 
Lee, who retired after amassing a considera- 
dle fortune anc spent the later years of his 
life in Europe. His daughter, a  beauti- 
ful and fascinating young woman, met 
an Austrian nobleman and after a brief 
courtship they were married. She was of a 
most ambitious nature and hoped to reach a 
high place through the use of herown money 
and her husband’s title and position. She 
became popular at courtand was succeeding 
in her plans when her busband died. 

See met while at the Austrian Court a dis- 
tinguished looking and noble German, Count 
Waldersee, who made her his wife and took 
her to his home in Berlin. Waidersee’s plans 
suited her, and, although he is much 
older than she, they have worked 
most harmoniously together. Under the 
old Emperor Waldersee was advanced from 
post to post, and filling each with honor he 
was marked by a great number of people as 
among the most likely of all the Emperor’s 
favorites. He cultivated the attentions of 
the then coming Emperor Frederick, and like 
a true courtier did not overlook the boy fon 
whom some day wightrestthe crown. It 
was long ago known to Berliners that 
W aldersee’s ambition stopped nothing short 
of succeeding to the high office of which Bis- 
marck was supposed to have certain life ten- 


ure. 

The Countess Waldersee, she who was the 
New York grocer’s daughter, was more or 
less diplomatic in her efforts. She formed a 
strong friendship for the young Prince, now 
the Emperor, and took good care to prepare 
the way against the day when power should 
rest in this young man’s hands. That day has 
unexpectedly come, and the fruit of her 
friendship is becoming manifest. It has be- 
come evident that Bismarck is looking to the 
day when he will be no longer able to handie 
the great and manifold affairs of state 
of which he has had so firm a 
grasp since the formation of the 
Empire. It has long been plain that his wish 
was that he should be succeeded in the 
mightiest of these duties by his son Herbert, 
who, now that he has given up most of his 
youthful follies, is developing into a man of 
strength and power, manifesting many of 
those remarkable traits which have made his 
father so great. This purpose of the elder 
Bismarck runs counter to Count Waldersee’s 
ambition, andit is especially distasteful to 
the Countess. 

Several years ago, when the whole Euro- 
pean Continent was ringing with the wild 
escapades of Herbert Bismarck, he made an 
— for life of Countess Waldersee by a 
sustained attack upon one of the Countess’ 
most intimate friends, a young married wo- 
man, whom Count Herbert declared he would 
have for his mistress, despite all her protes- 
tations and the existing marriage, at which, 
of course, the young Count — 2 In her 
extremity the young woman made a confident 
of Countess aldersee, who succeeded in 
forcing young Bismarck to desist only after 
informing his father. Count Herbert’s 
brutality in this matter and his utter 
disregard for the feelings of every one 
made such an impression on the Countess 
that she has since refused to have anything 
more to do with him than was made abso- 
lutely necessary oy the official position waich 
he held. The wily American woman has been 
able to instill something of this same feeling 
of dislike into the mind of the Emperor, 
though of course, the conduct of the young 
Count in this particular matter is notthe 
basis for that ene. 

When therefore it became evident that the 
elder Bismarck wished his son to take a 
higher place in the Empire than he had 
done it satisfied the revenge and ambi- 
tion as well of Countess Waldersee to 
thwart the elder Bismarck, for by preventing 
young Bismarck from coming to the front she 
paid off the old score and promoted the inter- 
ests of her husband. The young Emperor by 
refusing Bismarck’s requests in this 
took the first stepin the separation, which 
was made wider by his labor programme, 
against which Bismarek protested in vain.
